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Editorial 

There was a time when the whole of New Zealand stopped in its daily round 
and roared fervently (if somewhat short sightedly) at each outing of the national 
rugby team. Provincial games attracted crowds of 20-30,000 people and whole train 
loads of hairy-kneed Southlanders would brave the hazards of the second-class 
smoker to watch the suicidal charges of their favourites against the solid wall of 
Otago/Canterbury/anybody's jerseys. 

Such times seemed long past—criticism of the All Blacks is the key to modern 
social success, netballers dare to demand equal television time, and the average pro¬ 
vincial rugby match causes about as much stir as another newscast of another 
refugee camp in another Asian country. 

Recently though, there seems to have been a change in attitude, particularly in 
communities who see things from a smaller perspective. 

The South Island Movement, the "small-town" movement and the general feel¬ 
ing that people must take their future into their own hands and above all, must run 
their communities to suit their needs, reflect a kind of revolution that could have 
come from any Values Party manifesto of the recent past. It is expressed in a 
resurgence of a sense of community, a sense of togetherness that has been dormant 
for too many years. It reflects a dissatisfaction with the institutions that man built to 
serve him, but which now seem to enslave him. Above all, people seem to be turning 
from powerful commanders who are not biddable or sensitive to local wishes and 
needs, and are turning to their neighbours, people whom they know, and 
understand, and trust. New Zealanders are returning to parochialism and 
provincialism, terms which have in the past, been synonymous with narrow¬ 
mindedness and pettiness, but now seem to represent the force of opinion of people 
outside the North Island urban centres of power. 

Small communities have their drawbacks but the homogeneity and the lack of 
privacy are positive factors too, for they provide security, certainty and identity for 
local citizens. The school community certainly reflects this, in that consideration for 
others, politeness, support—such as the overwhelming response to the debaters 
success—and a genuine caring atmosphere are typical of the daily lives of staff and 
students. To pretend that all relationships are perfect would plainly be cant but there 
is an absence of the tensions that mark many other institutions; co-operation be¬ 
tween parents, staff, governors and students is accepted as normal behaviour, and 
people really know one another as individuals, rather than by the roles each plays. 

Provided the present resurgence of confidence in the local community to pro¬ 
vide the framework for our lives does not become lost in jealousies and narrowness, 
then it is a trend we should all strive to bolster for it affirms the basic good in things 
small and personal.

We welcomed to the staff at the beginning of the year Miss J. Campbell, Mr H.

DEBATING, 1979 

Debating is like winemaking; some years are good, others not so good. 1979 
was a vintage year, with the help of a good coach, good supporters and good luck, 
the Pleasant Point High School Debating Team became National Champions in the 
Air New Zealand Jaycees' Secondary Schools' Debating Contest. 

At the beginning of the year, six inexperienced but hopeful students formed the 
debating club. We had even split into two teams for a practice debate in February. 
Little did any of us know of the number of debates we would have to plough 
through by October. 

The team for our first competition debate, against St. Pat's High School, was 
David Cuncliffe, Robyn Wilson and Sarah Feasey. We took the negative in the topic 
"That We Need More Fanatics". It proved to be an amusing debate, with Robyn 
Wilson really catching the attention of everyone including St. Pat's! The best 
speaker was David Cunliffe. 

Our next debate should have been the affirmative "That Fear Dominates Our 
Lives", against Timaru College. They, however, defaulted at the last minute, giving 
us two full days notice so we had already prepared speeches. Nothing is more frus¬ 
trating than writing a speech which is never spoken! 

"That Amateurism is Outmoded", was the topic for our next debate, this time 
against Craighead. We took the negative in a sometimes volatile and fiery debate 
which we eventually won. Helen Steven, who replaced Robyn Wilson as second 
speaker, was deservedly adjudged l^est speaker'. Both Robyn and Sheryll Hart, 
however, continued to help the team in research. 

We met Timaru Boys' High School in the Regional Final, after having watched 
them very narrowly defeat Mercy College. We were determined to prove the affirm¬ 
ative in "That the Day of the Orator is Past". About ninety people filled our school 
library to see a good and fairly even contest. "Best speaker' was awarded to David 
Cunliffe. Our thanks go to the Jaycees for the dictionary prizes and the magnificent 
supper which followed. 

Next, we travelled to Masterton in the Wairarapa, for the National Quarter 
Final against Wairarapa College. Taking the negative, we debated "That Union with 
Australia would (Not) be in the Best Interests of New Zealand". It was largely a con¬ 
test between argument and humour. Their second speaker ripped open her blouse to 
reveal... a T-shirt entitled "Will the last one out of New Zealand please turn out the 
lights!" She shared 'best speaker' with David Cunliffe but all agree that she was the 
much better looking! 

Christ's College were our next victims in the semi-finals, but only just. The total 
difference between the two teams, over four judges, amounted to only four points. 
When the totals are about 250, that margin left no room for excess error. We are 
sure that our busload of supporters helped tip the balance. We argued the negative, 
"That the Benefits of TV to children do not outweigh its possible evils". David 
Cunliffe was best speaker. Most would agree after that, that anything is possible. 

Three busloads and several carloads of supporters journeyed with us to the 
Ngaio Marsh Theatre for the National Final in Christchurch. By this time the 
pressure was really on and I think we all felt it. As the big night drew near, I lost my 
appetite for the first time ever. We had the affirmative "That the South Island should 
have Democratic Self-Government". 
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The debate was extremely closely fought and the audience of almost 800 sat 
attentively for the full 2 hours, enjoying the agonising puns and terrible jokes as well 
as the tightly argued speeches. Our more flamboyant and vigourous style contrasted 
with the quieter "Roger Gascoigne-ish" (?) manner of the St. Peters College team, 
but at no stage did either team seem to secure a material advantage. The final result 
seemed an age in coming, but the feelings of elation — and relief that at long last 
speech preparation was over — at winning are difficult to describe. 

From March through to October has been a long journey with much tension 
along the way. Mrs Hurst has cajoled and groaned (at David's jokes) and advised us 
every step of the way and we are extremely grateful to her for this. All that is left 
now is to read our books, polish our cups and decide exactly how far we can get on 
the Air New Zealand prize, before next year and the whole business begins again.

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Canberra is Australia's capital and, as such, it has about twenty embassies, all 
of which are closely guarded. The Houses of Parliament and the embassies are 
tourist attractions because of the well planned and beautiful surroundings. 

Civic, the main shopping area, is a pedestrian area with several large malls, 
each having three storeys with about 20 shops per floor. The walkway is used on 
Friday nights for concerts, ranging from pop' to classical music. The Canberrans are 
very free and easy and at concerts, dress was casual, and often people who felt too 
hot, sat in the fountains. They also danced if they felt inclined. 

School in Canberra is rather different: some subjects and courses done by 12 
year-old students are not available here until about the fifth form. Schools have 
canteens which supplied drinks ranging from milk to beer, and teachers seemed very 
lax, so smoking was common outside the class-room. 

I had a very enjoyable stay and would advise all 6th and 5th formers that it is 
chance in a lifetime and not to be missed. 


MY A.F.S.EXCHANGE YEAR 

It is hard to believe that it is nine months ago since I arrived in N.Z. (You can all 
start to look forward to the peace and quiet you will have next year). 

I think I will always remember my first school day. I had not got a school 
uniform at that stage and I was standing in the middle of a whole lot of kids, smiling 
and not understanding a word of what was going on around me. They probably 
thought what a stupid girl they'd got—standing there smiling and not saying a word. 
I used to believe that all the teachers spoke extremely fast and I got annoyed with 
myself for not understanding the jokes that school friends made. Even though I did 
not tell them all the time that I did not understand them and tried to laugh at the 
same time they did (sometimes I did not succeed and got in pretty embarassing sit¬ 
uations.) 

Anyway this stage did not last too long and with the help of the teachers, 
friends and of course my family I improved my English as well as learning some 
"good ole" Kiwi expressions. 

Coming from Switzerland to N.Z. was a long trip but I do not regret it at all. I 
had the chance to travel around N.Z. quite a bit, being to many places between 
Invercargill and Wellington. I saw many things I never saw before. For example I 
saw lambs being born for the first time in my life and I enjoyed staying at a farm for 
a few days at that time of the year immensely. Living in a country town made a big 
change from my hometown where I was used to a lot of people around me. I was 
amazed by the fact that everybody caught buses straight after school and I was left 
behind with nothing better to do than going home too. 

Things I remember most at school are my birthday, for a proper water fight and 
myself soaked, the taking of school photographs, wnere I had to leave my warm 
blazer, my cardigan, my jersey as well as my blouse to put on my togs and go 
outside in the middle of winter to get my photo taken; and finally the school exams 
where everybody got nervous. All these things made this year worthwhile and I hate 
to have to think that I have only got a few more weeks before I will go back to 
Switzerland.

FRIENDS OF THE PACIFIC - TONGA 

On the 13th of August this year Stephen Dowall and myself boarded an Air 
Pacific aircraft at Auckland International Airport. Our destination Tonga. 

Now members of Friends of the Pacific, Stephen and I were picked with 13 
others from all over New Zealand to represent South Canterbury and Pleasant Point 
High School to go to Tonga to build or try to build a Library/Classroom block at 
Tupou High School, which is in Nuku'alofa, the capital of the Kingdom of Tonga. 

When Captain Cook named the Tongan Kingdom the "Freindly Islands" he had 
good reason too, as I found out. 

My first impressions, as we got off the plane, were that our 30 day stay here 
was going to do us a lot more good than we would ever do the Tongans. However 
the name of Friends of the Pacific meant we were just that. We were their friends and 
we were offering our services to help them. 

Eating at the headmaster's place in between feasts of pigs, taro, breadfruit, 
yams, pineapples, bananas and other unidentifiable foodstuffs, we were far from 
starving. We all did some touring around and got to know some of the locals who 
treated us as if they had known us years. 

Our place of residence was a minister's house in Nuku'alofa right next door to 
the building site, and a rugby field away from the headmaster's home. 

The Tongans are an extremely outward going, friendly, and straight-to-the- 
point people, as some of us found out with the girls later on. They are so outward 
going that on our home stay with Tongan families all over Tonga in the last week of 
our stay, a few marriage proposals were in the air. So we all had to watch our step, 
and it was not easy when you consider the girls! 

Tongatapu, the main island of the southern group of islands, is an extremely 
flat, dusty, palm-tree covered atoll with about 85 miles of coustline, so you can't 
really go anywhere very far away. 

Nuku'alofa, the capital, is extremely dusty and litter bound, but it is a continual 
hive of activity during the day, even though the shops close from 11.30 a.m. to 
1.30-2.00 p.m. You can hear the local radio station in action if you happen to listen 
at the right time of day: 6.00 a.m. - 10.00 a.m.; 12.00 noon - 2.00 p.m.; and 5.00 
p.m. - 11.00 p.m. Of course there's no hope of your understanding much, though 
English is sneaking in a little. 

The most modern building in the whole Kingdom of Tonga would be the 
massive new Morman church, just being completed while we were there. Religion 
was put before everything else, we discovered, with 2-3 services every Sunday, each 
lasting about an hour.

More staff are now involved, and with the help of Mr Bob Harding from the 
Primary School, who supplied musical accompaniement, the group has had some 
worthwhile studies. 

We do not aim to convert the whole school, but many pupils with church con¬ 
nections do not wish to have anything to do with a school-based Christian club. We 
wonder why! 


FUND RAISING 

This year we again organised ourselves for a work day, modelled on the 1977 
day which raised $2,100 for the purchase of video equipment. Despite the hard 
economic climate, we hoped to raise $2,000-$2,300. 

May Day dawned bright and clear—a good omen for a profitable Work Day, 
and we sped in many directions to work for the school. It was difficult to know 
whether the enthusiasm was generated by the thought of a day off school, or 
because we knew our gym would be heated by something other than human bodies.
